tee say there is a strong reason for belief that 
Su llivan and Snaith did this whole job to­ 
gether u nder some prearranged agreement as 
to division of the spoils. Of the total moneys 
paid to Snaith $9 5,740.17 wore paid to Su lli­ 
van or his firm.

$39 ,086 9 1 still rem ains in the Treasu ry. 
T his leaves $NO,000 still in 
the hands of 
Snaith and Su llivan. 
Investm ents aggregat­

for only $26,000 which the Committee fail to 
trace, bu t are satisfied it was not disbu rsed 
on accou nt of legitimate expenditu res on the 
Capitol.

T h e steamship City of Paris of the Inman 
line steamed into New Y ork harbor yester­ 
day raorniDg, having made the run from 
Queenstown to Sandy Hook lighthouse in 5 
days, 23 hours nud 7 minutes. 
This makes 
her the queen of the ocean, as the best time 
previous to this was 6 days, 1 hour and 55 
minutes by the Etruria of tlie’Cunard line. 
The entire run was 2,855 miles, an average of 
20 knots an hour. 
The best day was from 
Monday to Tuesday at noon, when 511 miles 
were made. 
The Citv of Paris brought 904 
passengers. 
T his ivas her second transatlan­ 
tic voyage, and her captain is confident of 
beating the splendid record that he has made. 


M a y o r G r a n t ’s rapid transit bill, which 
had passed the Senate, was practically stran­ 
gled in the Assembly yesterday by its con­ 
signm ent to the Committee on Railroads. 
T he Democrats had generally favored the 
bill, and the claim was made that a deal had 
been made between the Mayor and some Re­ 
publican members by which the two-headed 
commission bills were to be given in exchange 
for this bill. 
Upon the truth or falsity of 
this accusation some light may yet he thrown 
by the Mayor’s action. 
If he reappoints P o­ 
lice Commissioner French or places some 
other Republican in his position, and this is 
followed by the passage of the rapid transit 
bill, then there will be some foundation for 
the charge of a deal; otherwise not.

the contractor’s profit, was not worth more 
than $105,000. 
The report goes into minute 
details as to the manner in which this con­ 
spiracy was carried into effect. 
The result 
of the combination was to make competitive 
bidding a farce and to lead to the acceptance 
of Snaith’s bid. 
The report says Andrews 
falsely stated to the Committee that he had

The limit of the ap­

Snaith’s bid was arranged at a sum which

tee, the stair-case portion, amounting to $54,- 
000 was assigned to Sullivan. 
The Commit­ 
tee say there is a strong reason for belief that 
Sullivan and Snaith did tbis whole job to 
gellier under some prearranged agreement as 
to division of the spoils. Of the total moneys 
paid to Snaith $95,746.17 were paid to Sulli­ 
van or his firm. 
There was a profit on

of 
$120,000 
of 
which 
$39,086.91 still remains in the Treasury. 
This leaves $80,000 still in the hands of 
Snaith and Sullivan. 
Investments aggregat 
ing $26,000 being adm itted by Sullivan and 
$28,089.28 by Snaith, leaves to be accounted 
for only $26,000 which the Committee fail to 
trace, but are satisfied it was not disbursed 
on account of legitimate expenditures on the 
Capitol.

London, May 9.—Archbishop Walsh con­ 
tinued his testimony before the Parnell Com­ 
mission,to-day. lie testified that facts that had 
•orne lo his knowledge proved that the 
League tended to diminish crime. 
There 
had been a gradual decadence in the secret 
societies in Ireland since 1866. He was aware 
the League had advised tenants not to enter 
the Land Court after the passage of the act 
stablishing that court in 1881. 
Subsequent 
vents bad justified that advice. 
He only 
knew of one instance when the League had 
been indiscreet. 
As the League spread the 
secret societies vanished. The people learned to 
prefer open parliamentary action and dislike 
secrecy. 
Throughout his diocese the cases of 
boycotting had been few,although the League 
was strong in that district. 
The only sense, 
the Archbishop said, in wlii£h boycotting 
ought to he tolerated, came under the name 
of exclusive dealings. 
Anything like iutimi- 
dation was reprehensible. 
The members of 
tlx: Leairue held that boycotting kept the 
country 
free from outrages. 
Witness did 
not approve of refusing to sell the necessit­ 
ies of life to a man under boycott. 
He 
understood the plan of campaign to 
lie 
i purely voluntary combination, and that it 
did not imply boycotting. 
Mr. Atkinson, of 
counsel for the Time», quoted from a pasto­ 
ral issued by the Archbishop in 1882, de­ 
nouncing the movement not to pay debts as 
forcible resistance to the law. 
Archbishop 
Walsh said the pastoral had been issued in 
consequence of the increase in the number 
of secret societies, owing to the disorganiza­ 
tion of the League under the imprisonment 
of its leaders, and while the people were 
driven to despair by evictions.

T H E OLD TIMES A N D THE HEW. 


Ooqverneur Morris, grandson of a signer of 
the Declaration of Independence of the sam e 
name and 
great grand-nephew of Thom as 
Jefferson, gives an interesting contribution to 
the N ew York Sun in relation to w hat he 
calls “ the case of the Bishops vs. the U nited 
States initiated by Bishop Potter in his C'en 
tennial serm on.” 
Mr. Morris presents m any 
facts to sustain him in contending that the 
condition of affairs in the U nited States is 
not worse than it was during the revolution­ 
ary period, 
lie begins by asserting that the 
revolution was a very unpopular m ovem ent. 
H is grandfather and contemporaries believed 
that up to lTH a plebiscite w ould have given 
K in g G eorge a tw o thirds m ajority . 
T he 
men w ho led the revolutionary m ovem ent 
were chiefly the English R evolution W h igs 
and the m erchants m ostly in Boston w ho 
were outraged by the appointm ent of navy 
officers as custom house officials, w ho were 
given 
a 
share 
in 
the 
seizures 
for 
eva'ion of duties. 
Had the m ovem ent been 
popular, it w ould have been easy to raise 
100.000 arm '-l earing men out of a popula­ 
tion of .3.Of*),000. and to have equipped and 
clothed them . 
But the utmost that the 
crnment could do was to keep 16J*00 or 17. 
000 men on foot. 
This unpopular war 
ceeded in the long run sim ply by the efforts 


of a small num ber of obstinate and able A n 
glo-A m ericans, nearly all of whom were of 
the aristocratic class, and were largely held 
together by the imm ense individual force of 
George W ashington, a man who. though not 
the high stepping saint of history , was a sol 
d ierof the first class, and had singularly high 
ideas of personal and national d u ty .” 
T o show the disreputable character of the 
politics of that day Mr. Morris recites that 
W estchester county , a very im portant point 
Itecause it 
covered the H udson line, was 
forced into insurrection chiefly by his ow n 
fam ily 
by the sim ple device of callin 


m eeting of revolutionists at the county tow n 
and 
keeping 
away 
the dissentients 
by 
placing armed pickets ori the roads. 
Thi 
method w as adopted over the entire colon y ; 
men of position forcing their dependents into 
line. 
T o show the character of the Revolu 
tionary Congress he quotes a conversation 
long after the war between J ohn J ay and his 
grandfather. 
" Morris," said J ay , “ do y ou 
know of such a collective set of rascals as this 
R evolutionary C ongress? ” 
Morris’s reply 


was : “ Bar tue French Directory , I do not 
“ 
D uring 
this whole epoch,” 
writes Mr. 
Morris, “ jobbery and robbery of all kinds 
rode rampant. 
People welcom ed the war a: 
a chance to avoid pay ing their debts, and 
patriotism was largely understood as an e i 
euse to rob one's Tory neighbors.” 
Many other thing« are told not flattering to 


our conceptions of the superior virtue of the 
founders of the Republic. 
The constitution 
did not please any body , and this alone led 
the elder Morris to believe that it 
w ould 
work. 
T he losses in the custom houses and 
fiscal agencies were nearly ten tim es in per­ 
centage what they are now, "with frauds and 
stailin gs of all sorts, which are set forth in 
all manner of reports and blue l>ooks w ith a 
iieat and personal bitterness of politics, and 
w ith a universal nepotism in the m atter of 
appointm ents, w hich, 
if practiced 
to-day . 
would m ake the press fairly h ow l.” 
A nd 
Chancellor K ent’s unpublished correspond 
ence i« draw n upon to prove that am ong first- 
ela-s 
men 
there 
was 
astonishin 
bitterness 
of 
political 
feeling. 
and 
that 
such 
m en 
were not above m aking 
accusations of “ rascality in trust, tergivsera 
tion in politics and greed for office.” But the 
oilier the 
nation grew, the fewer scandals 
there were. 
T here was a noted im provem ent 
in sex ual m orals and in the tendency to thrust 
vice into the 
background. 
The “ peculiar 
books ” w hich were once openly for sale and 
advertised freely have disappeared, and the 
press has becom e a thousand lim es more de­ 
cent, as the files of old time newspapers in 
the Astor 
Library show. 
T he N ew -Y ork 
Hnk f, published in 1848, w as a fairly sup 
ported journal by advertisers, but Mr. M orris 
say s that if it were ex posed for sale to-day it 
w ould l» e seized and its editor deported to 
Sing Sin g inside of twenty -four hours. 
In answer to B ishop Potter’s question, what 
w ould W ashington have done with the office 
seekers, Mr. Morris m akes this sensible re­ 
p ly . 
Washington would hav e done what be did. and 
what ev ery President since his time has done: ap ­ 
p oint the men whom choice or ev ents made him ap ­ 
p oint: p ut in office, as he did. a good selection of 
his p ersonal friends and a few of his rela'iv es, and 
shown the rest of the boys p olitely to the door. Of­ 
fice seeking i3 not of to-day, nor of yesterday, nor of 
any country or time. So long as there is p a'ronage 
p eop le will ask fav ors, and the only i>oRsible check 
for it is in the extension of the electiv e offices. 
For 
examp le, what earthly objection could there be to 
elected Postmasters * Surely the p eop ie who use a 
local p ost office are more likely to be right in their 
choice than a Postmaster General ev er so far away. 
This country is based on suffrage, and for good or 
ill it must be run on that basts.

THE OLD TIMES A X D THE NEW. 


Goyvcrneur Morris, grandson of a signor of 
the Declaration of Independence of the same 
name and great grand-nephew of Thomas 
Jefferson, gives an interesting contribution to 
the New York Sun in relation to what he 
calls ‘the case of the Bishops vs. the United 
States initiated by Bishop Potter in his Cen 
tennial serm on.” 
Mr. Morris presents many 
facts to sustain him in contending that the 
condition of affairs in the United States is 
not worse' than it was during the revolution­ 
ary peiiod. 
He begins by asserting that the 
revolution was a very unpopular movement. 
His grandfather and contemporaries believed 
that up to 1781 a plebiscite would have given 
King Georce a two-thirds m ajority. 
The 
men who led the revolutionary movement 
were chiefly the English Revolution W higs 
and the merchants mostly in Boston who 
were outraged by the appointm ent of navy 
officers as custom house officials, who were 
given 
a 
share 
in 
the 
seizures 
for 
eva'ion of duties. 
Had the movement been 
popular, it would have been easy to raise 
100.000 arms-bearing men out of a popula­ 
tion of 3,000,000. and to have equipped and 
clothed them. 
But the utmost that the gov­ 
ernment could do was to keep 16,000 or 17.- 
000 men on foot. 
This unpopular war “ s u c ­ 
ceeded in the long run simply by the efforts 
of a small number of obstinate and able A n­ 
glo-Americans, nearly all of whom were of 
the aristocratic class, and were largely held 
together by the immense individual force of 
George W ashington, a man who, though not 
the high stepping saint of history, was a sol 
dierof the first class, and had singularly high 
ideas of personal and national duty.” 
To show the disreputable character of the 
politics of that day Mr. Morris recites that 
Westchester county, a very im portant point 
liecause it covered the Hudson line, was 
forced into insurrection chiefly by his own 
family by the simple device of callin 
meeting of revolutionists at the county town 
and 
keeping 
away 
the dissentients by 
placing armed pickets on the roads. 
This 
method was adopted over the entire colony; 
men of position forcing their dependents into 
line. 
To show the character of the Revolu 
tionarv Congress he quotes a conversation 
long after the war between John Jay and his 
grandfather. 
“ Morris," said Jay, “ do you 
know of such a collective set of rascals as this 
Revolutionary Congress?” 
Morris’s reply 
was : “ Bar the French Directory, I do not.’’ 
“ During this whole epoch.” writes Mr. 
Morris, “ jobbery and robbery of all kinds 
rode ram pant. 
People welcomed the war a? 
a chance to avoid paying their debts, and 
patriotism was largely understo<d as an ei 
cuse to rob one’s Tory neighbors.” 
Many other things are told not flattering to 
our conceptions of the superior virtue of the 
founders of the Republic. 
The constitution 
did not please anylKxly, and this alone led 
the elder Morris to believe that it would 
work. 
The losses in the custom houses and 
fiscal agencies were nearly ten times in per­ 
centage what they are now, “ with frauds and 
stealings of all sorts, which are sot forth in 
all manner of reports and blue iiooks w ith a 
heat and personal bitterness of politics, and 
with a universal nepotism in the m atter of 
appointments, which, if practiced to-day 
would make the press fairly how l.” 
And 
Chancellor K ent’s unpublished correspond 
ence is drawn upou to prove that among first 
class 
men 
there 
was 
astonishing 
bitterness 
of 
political 
feeling, 
and 
that such men were not above making 
accusations of “ rascality in trust, tergivsera 
tion in politics and meed for office.” But the 
older the nation grew, the fewer scandals 
there were. 
There was a noted improvement 
in sexual morals and in the tendency to thru 
vice into the background. 
The “ peculiar 
books ” which were once openly for sale and 
advertised freely have disappeared, and the 
press has become a thousand times more de 
cent, as the files of old-time newspapers in 
the Astor Library show. 
The New-York 
Hake, published In 1848, was a fairly sup 
ported journal by advertisers, but Mr. Morris 
says that if it were exposed for sale to-day it 
would lie seized and its editor deported to 
Sing Sing inside of twenty-four hours. 
In answer to Bishop P otter’s question, what 
would W ashington have done with the office 
seekers, Mr. Morris makes this sensible re 
ply: 
W ashington w ould have done w h at he did, and 
w h at every P re sid en t since his tim e h a s don*-: a p ­ 
point th e m en w hom ch o ice o r e v en ts m ad e him a p ­ 
p o in t; p u t in office, a s he d id . a pood selection of 
his p erso n al frie n d s a n d a few of his rela 'iv e s. and 
show n th e re st of th e boys politely to th e door. 
O f­ 
fice seeking i3 n ot of to-day, n or of y este rd ay , nor of 
an y c o u n try o r tim e. 
So lo n g as th e re is pa> ro n ag e 
people will a sk fav o rs, an d th e only i>o*sible check 
for it is in th e ex ten sio n of th e elective offices. 
F or 
ex am p le, w h at e a rth ly o b jectio n could th ere be to 
elected P o stm asters* 
S u rely th e people w ho use a 
local post office a re m o re likely to be rig h t in th eir 
choice th a n a P o stm a ste r G eneral ev er so far aw ay .

The Governor confidently 
expects that this will give him the power to 
lect the Democratic state ticket next fall, 
wheu a Secretary of State,Com ptroller,Treas­ 
urer, Attorney General, State Engineer and 
Judge of the Court of 
Appeals are to 
be chosen. 
He will also endeavor to de­ 
feat the election of any Republican Senators 
and members of Assembly from New York. 
Should one of the results be a Democratic 
Legislature, a new apportionm ent of Legisla­ 
tive districts would be made, with sufficient 
gerym andering to prevent the election of an­ 
other Republican Legislature during the pre­ 
sent century. 
The gain to the Governor by 
the seizure of the Police Beard and hence of the 
election machinery of New York city, will 
be a big and a dangerous one. 
It can only 
be counteracted, as the rule of the Bourbon 
in federal affairs has been, by opposing to 
Solid New York a Solid Interior. 
If the 
people are made fully aware of the Gover­ 
nor’s game before November, 
not many 
Democratic Senators and Assemblymen will 
go to Albany from any part of the stale ex­ 
cept New York city.

VETOES T H A T MEAN BUSINESS. 


PROTECTION AT THE SOUTH. 


Gov. Hill vetoed the double-headed Polic 
and Park Commission bills for New York 
city yesterday. Though they were supported 
on their original passage by almost unnrai 
mous votes, friendship for them on the 
Democratic side faded away when it was 
learned that they would not l>e beneficial to 
the Governor's plan of campaign in 1892 and 
in the state elections that arc to precede it. 
An attem pt to pass the Police bill over the 
veto in the Assembly failed of a two-thirds 
majority and it is dead. 
Gov. Hill’s principal objection to the bills 
is that the Republican party, to which they 
propose to give equal representation with the 
Democrats, casts only about one-third of the 
vote of the city, and is therefore entitled to 
only that proportion of representation. A rith­ 
metically 
the 
Governor 
is 
wrong. 
The 
total 
vote 
of 
the 
city 
last 
fall 
was 
209,204, 
of 
which 
Gen. 
Harrison received 105,452. 
One-third of the 
vote is only 84,735, or nearly 10,000 less than 
Harrison received. 
In 1887 the Democratic 
party, which now proposes to capture a threc- 
fourtbs representation on the Police Board, 
cast only 111,245 votes out of a total of 209,- 
909, or a small fraciioo over one-bnlf. 
This, 
however, is not of so m uch importance as the 
fact that the seizure of the Police Board puts 
the entire election machinery of the city in 
the hands of the Dem ocratic party. 
This 
B rin i m ay appoint Democratic Inspectors, 
Clerks and other officers exclusively in every 
election district. 
If Gov. lliil would give 
a guarantee that tbe principle for which he 
cooteuds should be carried out in the ap­ 
pointment o f election officers, that in Repub­ 
lican districts the Republicans should have

'SANTA B a rba ra , Cal a-., May 9— The new 
lif t e d States cruiser CknHfcston, which ar­ 
rived here at 5 DO 1*. m., yesterday, left Mis­ 
sion Bqck, in San Francisco Bay, at 5:48 
'o’clock Tuesday morning. 
In the circular 
bulwarks fore and aft, where the eight-inch 
rifle guns are to find positioh, and in spon- 
sons for (lie accommodation of six-inch guns, 
were piled pig-iron bars in sufficient number 
to represent the weight of the guns. 
The 
cruiser was in readiness to attempt the duty 
of developing 7,000 horse power by its two 
compound engines for four consecutive hours. 
It was a severe test and it is claimed more so 
than any to which ships of war arc usually 
subjected in making a test of power and 
speed. 
Captain Charles M. Goodall was in 
command and the members of the Official In­ 
spection Board of the Navy were On Board. 
W hen the Charleston left San FrancisCo a 
strong south-west wind was blowing, and 
there were heavy waves on the hay. 
It was 
soon in combat with a strong running sea. 
The engines had been gauged to 40 revolu­ 
tions, which served to press the ship steadily 
forward. 
Besides breaking forward, the wa­ 
ter began to break over the Starboard side of 
the main deck. 
The Cruiser held steadily on, 
rolling a little, but dipping down sharply a f­ 
ter rising on a big wave, lifting its stern high 
in the air. 
During the roughest portion 
of the passage ln>th 
screws 
at various 
stages were completely out of the water. Dur­ 
ing this rough passage Commodore Bcnham 
and Captain Watson were on the bridge, the 
Commodore showing critical interest in the 
conduct of the cruiser. 
At times spray came 
over the breast-work of steel, rising seven 
feet above the deck. At one time the Charles 
ton took a dip in to the trough of the sea, and im­ 
mediately pushed into the second Wave which 
enveloped all on board. 
The coma broke 
over the breast, flooding the officers on the 
bridge and hoisting the brass stanchion on the 
forward dock out of position. 
At almost the 
same moment a wave broke fairly over the 
starboard side of the ship followed by a sec­ 
ond, which completely flooded the main 
deck, turning the head of the ship towards 
the south. 
I t finally rode out to sea and en­ 
countered during tiie remainder of the day 
less boisterous seas. 
The Naval officers were free to say that the 
Charleston hasjiehavi^handsom cly and that 
the test had liecn a severe one in the matter 
of 
staunchness. 
Constructor Feruald re­ 
marked that in 10 years’service it would prob­ 
ably not encounter a rougher sea or he sub 
jeetcd to a more severe test as to structural 
wea-roing qualities. 
From 10 o’clock until 
1 o’clock in the afternoon the engines were 
allowed to exhibit a little 
more 
power 
and the cruiser’s progress indicated an even 
speed of 11 knots. 
When olf Santa Cruz Ihe 
engines were slowed down on account of a 
slight tendency to heating shown by the 
cross-head of one of the high-pressure cylin­ 
ders, and were finally stopped to put shim 
under the cross-head to relieve this tendency. 
The engines were again started at 6 o’clock in 
the afternoon, and were run steadily to Santa 
Barbara at gradually increasing speed, with­ 
out showing further heating. 
The engineers reports show that in the run 
from San Francisco to Santa Barbara not a 
journal showed heat. 
The 
engines ran 
smoothly and without a jar, and with the one 
exception noted, to the entire satisfaction of 
the contractors and the Government engi­ 
neers. The air pump vacuum remained steadi­ 
ly at 27 inches during the run. 
During the four hours’ run from of! Point 
Benchon to Point Conception, ending at 
o’clock, yesterday afternoon, the speed of the 
cruiser averaged 
13 3-10 knots per hour. 
From Point Conception to Santa Barbara the 
engines were maintained at steadily increas­ 
ing speed, and the cruiser exhibited a maxi­ 
mum speed of 14 12-100 knots during the 
last stage of the run to this port. 
A decision will probably bo reached to-day 
as to what time the four hours’ run to test the 
engine power will take place.

HaNta Barbara, Cala-., May IF— Tlie new 
Patted States cruiser OnVloston, which ar­ 
rival here at .V.flo P. m., yesterday, left Mis­ 
sion Rock, in San Francisco Bay, at 5:48 
o’clock Tuesday morning. In the circular 
bulwarks fore and aft, where the eight-inch 
rifle guns are to find positibb, and in spon­ 
sors for the atToUimodation of six-inch guns, 
were piled pig-iron bars in sufficient number 
to represent the weight of the guns. The 
cruiser was in readiness to attempt the duty 
of developing 7,000 horse-power by its two 
compound engines for four consecutive hours. 
It was a severe test and it is claimed more so 
than any to which ships of war are usually 
subjected in making a test of power and 
speed. Captain Charles M. Goodall was in 
command and the members of the Official In­ 
spection Board of the Navy Were On Board. 
W lieu the Charleston left San Francisco a 
strong south-west wind was blowing, and 
there were heavy waves on the hay. It was 
soon in Combat with a strong running sea. 
The engines had hern gauged to 40 revolu­ 
tions, which served to press the ship steadily 
forward. Besides breaking forward, the wa­ 
ter began to break over the Starboard side of 
the main deck. The Cruiser held steadily on, 
rolling a little, but dipping down sharply af­ 
ter rising on a big wave, lifting its stern high 
in the air. During the roughest portion 
of the passage both screws at various 
stnges were completely out of the water. Dur­ 
ing this rough passage Commodore Bcnliam 
and Captain Watson were on the bridge, the 
Commodore showing critical interest in the 
conduct of the cruiser. At times spray enme 
over the breast-work of steel, rising seven 
feet above the deck. At one time the Charles­ 
ton took a dip into the trough of the sea,and im­ 
mediately pushed into the second wave which 
enveloped all on board. The coma broke 
over the breast, flooding the officers on the 
bridge and hoisting the brass stanchion on the 
forward deck out of position. At almost the 
same moment a wave broke fairly over the 
starboard side of the ship followed by a sec­ 
ond, which completely flooded the main 
deck, turning the head of the ship towards 
the south. It finally rode out to sea and en­ 
countered during the remainder of the day 
less boisterous seas. 
The Naval officers were free to say that the 
Charleston has Jwdiavtw handsomely and that 
tire test had lieen a severe one in the matter 
of staunchness. 
Constructor Fernald re­ 
marked that in 10 years’ service it would prob­ 
ably not encounter a rougher sea or he sub 
jeeted to a more severe test as to structural 
sea-going qualities. From 10 o’clock until 
1 o’clock iu the afternoon the engines were 
allowed to exhibit a little more power 
and the cruiser’s progress indicated an even 
speed of 11 knots. When off Santa Cruz the 
engines were slowed down on account of a 
slight tendency to heating shown by the 
cross-head of one of the high-pressure cylin­ 
ders, and were finally stopped to put shim 
under the crass-liead to relieve this tendency. 
The engines were again started at G o’clock in 
the afternoon, and were run steadily to Santa 
Barbara at gradually increasing speed, with­ 
out showing further heating. 
The engineers reports show that in the run 
from San Francisco to Santa Barbara not a 
journal showed heat. 
The engines ran 
smoothly and without a jar, and with the one 
exception noted, to the entire satisfaction of 
the contractors and the Government engi­ 
neers. The air puiup vacuum remained steadi­ 
ly at 27 inches during the run. 
During the four hours’ run from off Point 
Benchon to Point Conception, ending at 2 
o’clock, yesterday afternoon, the speed of the 
cruiser averaged 13 3-10 knots per hour. 
From Point Conception to Santa Barbara the 
engines were maintained at steadily increas­ 
ing speed, and the cruiser exhibited a maxi­ 
mum speed of 14 12-100 knots during the 
last stage of the run to this port. 
;Y decision will probably bo reached to-day 
as to what time tfie four hours’ run to test th« 
engine power will take place.

Stephen Carpen­ 
ter, aged 02, while fighting the flames in 
Madison, was overcome and died of suffoca­ 
tion.F aribau lt, Minn., May 9.—Fire broke 
out in the timber near Walcott Mills, Tues­ 
day night,and spread rapidly over the wooded 
country between there and Faribault, de­ 
stroying everything. The farmers abandoned 
their houses and removed their families and 
household goods to open fields. The damage 
is estimated at $60,000. 
Duluth, Minn., May 9.—Fierce forest 
fires are burning in Northern Wisconsin, 
east of Gagebic Lake. 
Several railway 
stations have been burned. 


The Recent Cyclone in Kansas.

H utchinson, Kans., May 9.—Additional 
particulars from the scene of Monday night’s 
cyclone show that the first reports were not 
exaggerated. Four additional deaths are re­ 
ported. The loss of property and stock was 
much greater than was at first supposed. 
The storm extended over an area 40 miles 
long by two miles wide, hut the funnel- 
shaped cloud touched lightly in places.

The vital 
statistics, according to Secretary Balch, were 
coming in more complete shape than ever be­ 
fore. Reports already in showed the sanitary 
condition of the State was excellent. The 
number of deaths during the first quarter of 
the year was about 26,000, considerably less 
than in the first quarter of last year. Scarlet 
fever and measles were more than usually 
prevalent, but there was a large decrease in 
mortality from diphtheria. There were only 
two or three cases of small pox in the Stale.

W ith the first intim ation of 
the fire somebody set a bell ringing and the 
entire population turned out to fight the 
flames. 
There is no engine company in the 
village and the best the citizens could do was 
to form a bucket brigade, which was done at 
once. 
Despite their efforts the fire gained 
rapid headway and very soon Darrow’s store 
was a mass of flame. 
Mr. Darrow, who is 
68 years old. and afflicted with heart disease, 
made a frantic effort to save his stock, and, 
although he succeeded in getting out a small 
portion of it, it was probably at the cost of 
iris life.

THE OLD TI MTS AXD THE NEW. 


Gouverneur Morris, grandson of a signer of 
Hie Declaration of Independence of the same 
name ami great grand-nephew of Thomas 
Jefferson, gives an interesting contribution to 
the New York Sun in relation to what he 
calls "‘the case of the Biskop* V9. the United 
•States initiated by Bishop Potter in his Cen 
tcnninl serm on." 
.Mr. Morris presents many 
facts to sustain him in contending that the 
condition of affairs in the U nited States is 
not worse than it was during the revolution­ 
ary pet iod. 
lie begins bv asserting that the 
revolution was a very un]>opular movement. 
His grandfather and contem poraries believed 
that up to lT-H ;l plebiscite would have given 
King George a two-thirds m ajority. 
The 
men who led the revolutionary movement 
were chiefly the English Revolution W higs 
and the merchants mostly in Bolton who 
were outraged by the ap|*ointment of navy 
officers as custom house- of?cials who were 
given 
a 
share 
in 
the 
seizures 
for 
cvH'ion of duties. 
Had the m ovement been 
popular, it would have Isvn easy to rai-e 
100.000 arrn^ liearing men out of a popula­ 
tion of 3,000,000. and to have equipped and 
clothed them 
But the utmost that Hie gov­ 
ernment could do wa- to keep lb.oOO or 17,- 
000 men on foot. 
This tiu|*>|>u!ttr w ar “ mk-- 
ceedcd in the long run simply bv the efforts 
of a small number of u ltim ate and able An 
glo-Americans, nearly all of whom were of 
the aristocratic class, and w ere largely held 
together by the immense individual force of 
George W ashington, a man who. though not 
the high stepping -aint of history, was a sol 
dierof the first class, and had singularly high 
ideas of personal and national d u ty .” 
To »how the disreputable character of the 
politic* of that day Mr. '(o rris recites that 
W estchester county, a very im portant j*>int. 
Iiecause it co n red the H udson line, wa* 
forc*sl into insurrection c hiefly by hi* own 
family by the simple device of calling a 
ajee ting of revolutionists at the county town 
and 
keeping 
away 
the dissentient* bv 
placing armed pie Lets on the roads. 
This 
me thod w a* adopted over the entire colony: 
men of p o sitio n forcing their dependents into 
line. 
T o show the character of the Revolu­ 
tionary Congress he quotes a conversation 
long after the war between John Ja y and his 
grandfather. 
" M orris," Said Jay, “ do you 
know of --urb a collective -cto f rascals a* this 
Revolutionary Congress?” 
M orris's reply 
was : ‘ Bar the French Directory, I do not." 
“ During this whole eprch," writes Mr. 
Morris, “ jobbery ami robbery of all kinds 
rode ram pant. 
People welcomed the war as 
a chance to avoid paying their debts, and 
patriotism was largely understood us an ex 
< use to rob one's Tory neighbors." 
Many other things are told not flattering to 
our com cptiwus of the superior virtue of the 
founder* of the Republic. 
The constitution 
did net plea-*- anybody, and this alone led 
the elder Morris to believe that it 
would 
work. 
The looses in the custom house* ami 
fiscal agen* ie* wa re nearly ten tim es in per­ 
centage what they are now, "w ith fraud* and 
stealing* of all sort*, which are set forth in 
all m anner of report* and blue Imok* w ith a 
heat and personal bittern*-** of |>olitics, nnd 
with a universal nepotism in the m atter of 
appointm ents, which, if practiced to day. 
would m ake the press fairly how l."

C ham xllor Kent's unpublished correspond 
cnee is draw n upon to prove that am ong first-

there 
was 
astonishing 
bitterness 
of 
political 
feeling. 
and 
that such men were not above m aking 
accusations of “ rascality in trust, tergiv«era 
tion in politic* aud greed for office." But the 
older the nation grew, the fewer scandal* 
there were. 
There wa* alloted im provem ent 
in sexual morals and in the tendency to thrust 
vice into toe tackground.

I*>oks " w hich were once openly for sale and 
advertised freely have disappeared, and the 
pre** ha* In come a thousand times more de­ 
cent. a> tin- tile* of old time newspapers in 
Hie A stor Library show. 
The New York 
Rake, published In 1*4*. wa* a fairly sup 
lilie d journal by advertisers, bul Mr. Morris 
says that if it were exposed for sale to d ay it 
would la.- seized and it* editor deported to 
Sing Sing inside of tw enty-four hours. 
In answer to Bishop I'otter's question w hat 
would W ashington have done with the odic 
seekers, Mr. Morris make* this sensible* re­ 
ply.
